Summary of Netus from the Fav Gast.

JAPAN. 
: YOKOHAMA. 

Our advices from this port by the present mail extend to the 
25th Nov. The French mail from London, Sept. 26, arrived out 
on the 14th Nov., and the following P. and O. mail of Oct. 3 on 
the 22nd Nov. The Jupan Mail contains the following summary 
of news :— 

A complimentary farewell banquet was offered to the Hon. 
Charles E. De Long on the 15th Nov., by the American and 
Dutch residents of Yokohama and Yedo, the entertainment 
being necessarily restricted to these nationalities by the impossi- 
bility of finding a room sufficiently large to accommodate a 
greater number. Ninety gentlemen sat down to table. Mr. De 
Long’s speech embraced a sketch of his political career in Japan 
and avowed his cordial sympathy with the rulers and people of 
this land in their struggles to attain to the level of Western 
civilisation. He urged forbearance and patience, and expressed 
a sanguine hope for a bright future for the country. His speech 
was received with much applause. In the course of the evening 
Mr. Bauduin, Dutch Consul at Yokohama, mentioned that, at 
evidence of the recognition by the Government of Holland of 
Mr. De Long's services while acting as representative of H.N. 
Majesty’s subjects in Japan, his Majesty has been pleased to 
confer upon Mr. De Long the Cross of the Order of “ Kuiyht- 
Commanders of the Netherlands Lion.” This compliment was 
suitably acknowledged by Mr. De Long, who, however, expressed 
a doubt as to the propriety of aecepting such a decoration as an 
American citizen. The llon. Judge Bingham, Mr. Bauduin, and 
Captain McDougall subsequently addressed the company. Cap- 
tain George Lane, superintendent of the Pacific Mail Steamship 





Company, occupied the chair. 
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An accident occurred to the Empress of Japan on Nov. 7. The 
pole-strap of her carriage gave way and_the horses becoming 
frightened ran away. The coachman, a Japanese, lost his self- 
command, and the horses and carriage were thrown over an 
embankment into a deep pool of water, The carriage being 
closed its occupants were extricated with only very slight in- 
juries. A native groom was killed and one of the horses was 
drowned, 

Captain Lane, Superintendent of the Pacific Mail Steamship 
Company, has addressed a letter of acknowledgment to the 
Governor of Kanagawa on account of the kindness and hospi- 
tality shown to the shipwrecked passengers and crew of the 
8.8. Ariel. An official enquiry into the loss of the steamer was held 
at the United States Consulate, Yokohama, on Nov. 10, at the 
instance of the agent of the company in Yokohama. The Court, 
having taken into consideration the circumstances of the case, 
pronounces Captain Newell to be exonerated from blame, and 

raises his conduct and the excellent discipline maintained on 
pound his vessel on the occasion of the disaster, 

Reports have been current as to disaffection among the 
Japanese troops, but are said, on excellent authority, to possess 
no foundation. 

The Columbine, a British-built steamer owned by Japanese, 
has been lost near Oosima. The European captain declined to 
enter an unsurveyed harbour, and the command of the vessel 
being taken out of his hands, she was run ashore by the Japanese 

ilot. 

Kido, who is at present acting as Prime Minister during the 
illness of Sanjo, has published a pamphlet explanatory of the 
causes of the recent social and political changes in Japan. 

The twenty-third anniversary of the Mikado’s birthday was 
observed on the 3rd Nov. The foreign Ministers were enter- 
tained at Yedo, and the foreign Consuls at the Saibansho, Yoko- 
hama, by the Governor of Kanagawa. 

Sir Harry Parkes was thrown from his horse on the 8th Nov., 
fortunately without sustaining any injury. The horse stum- 
bled over a heap of earth and gravel, thrown up by reason of 
some excavation that was going on, and threw his rider. The 
attention of the Japanese authorities has been called to the 
subject. 

The decease of Mr. Kenneth Ross Mackenzie at the ripe age 
of seventy is reported. Mr. Mackenzie was one of the pioneers 
of foreign commerce in Japan, 

Viscount San Januario, Governor of Macao, accredited to the 
Court of Japan as Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipo- 
tentiary from the King of Portugal, has arrived in Japan. He 
is at present residing at Hamogoten, Yedo. 

It is reported that the Government has informed the repre- 
sentatives of the Treaty Powers that the Kiito Aratame Kaisha, 
or Silk Guild, is an iNegal corporation in respect to treaty obli- 
gations, and that it is intended to abolish it. 

The weather has undergone a change to a lower temperature. 
The rice harvest is either gathered in or in course of reaping, 
and report speaks well of it. Rive shipments to Eueland and t> 
Australia are being made, though not on an extensive seale, 

The following items of news are from the -/upun Herald :— 

Little more information has been made public respecting the 
views of the new Ministry, but their advent to power is said to 
have caused much dissatisfaction amongst the military class, 
who were anxious to achieve distinction in a Korean campaign, 
the idea of which is, for the present, abandoned, Kido, one of 
the Councillors of State, and who has but recently returned with 
the Embassy, has published a political memorandum, which has 
been largely circulated, but which, from an European point of 
View, is a very unsatisfactory document, being only a weak 
tissue of platitudes, 

Several shocks of earthquake have been experienced during 
the last fortnight. 

Mr. De Long, the late United States Minister at this Court, 
has taken his departure with his family. Mr. De Long carries 
with him the best wishes of the residents here of every 
nationality, and he leaves with the proud consciousness that he 
lias done more to advance American interests in Japan than the 
whole of the other American Ministers, from the days of Harris 
downwards. 

The equivalent of dollars, nearly three millions of treasure, 
pie nel’ in gold yen, have been exported within the last fort- 
night to India and Europe. 

Another of the Mikado’s concubines has died in childbirth. 
This is the second case within two months, Unskilful treat- 
ment on the part of the native doctors is supposed to have caused 
these fatalities. In both cases the offspring have perished too. 
The Empress is reported to be enc/nte, but at present there is as 
yet no heir to the throne. 

A temperance movement has lately been started here, which 
appears to be making progress amonyst the sailors, &e., congre- 
gated at this port. 


NAGASAKI. 

A correspondent from this port writes that the principal credi- 
tors, or their representatives herc, of the estate of Glover and 
Co., in liquidation, have resolved to dispose of the remainder of 
the lease of the Takasima mine to the Japanese Government. 
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By this sale the whole of the coal mining will be in the hands 
of the Japanese, who will have no opposition except that of 
foreign countries, which cannot hope to enter into competition 
with it, whon sold to steamers or men-of-war in this port. It is 
estimated, from the few particulars which have become public, 
that the dividend expocted to be paid to the unsecured creditors 
will be thirty-three cents per dollar, and I suppose, as_ the vote 
in favour of selling was carried by a very large majority, the 
interested parties could see no chance of improving the dividend 
by working the mine until the expiration of the lease. So far 
as I can ascertain, the terms upon which the lease was originally 
granted gave great power to the Japanese, and they could, by 
working upon the labourers, induce a strike at any time they 
felt so inclined, or limit the quantity of coal raised, as no other 
manual labour than that of the Japanese was permitted to be 
used. 

The tea market for the new season’s crop has scarcely opened 
yet at Nagasaki, although it is now November. In previous 
years nearly one half the total export for the season has been 
sent away before this month, Only a few small parcels have 
gone forward this year, as the foreign merchants resident here 
appenr to have very wisely made up their minds not to make 
shipments which clearly show a loss, with very little prospect of 
the markets to which they send their adventures improving to 
compensate them for the risk of purchasing at losing rates. With 
so much excitement in England about adulterated tea, or coloured 
tea, it is surprising that the tea-drinkers there do not resort to 
the use of “Uncoloured Japans” as a remedy for the evil of 
adulteration. I am afraid that much of the adulteration practised 
in England must be attributed to the desire of the people there 
to have sightly articles and prefer them to a purer but more 
unsightly things. I hear that most of the Japan teas sent to 
London are purchased for Canada, and this at once shows that 
English tea-drinkers do not approve of pure and unadulterated 
articles when unadorned. 

Vessels of war in port are the Iron Duke, Cadmus, Thetis, 
Salamis, Rinaldo, ana Frolic, British ; and the Lackawanna, 
American. Most of these will leave shortly ; the Zron Duke 
and Salamis for Shanghai, Cadmus for Yokohama, and the 
Rinaldo for Hong Kong. 

The British harque Panseie left for New York via Hiogo, to 
which port she proceeds to complete her loading, the cargo 
being chiefly rags and camphor.

PEKING AND TIENTSIN. 

On the 11th November a new Chinese gunboat, called the 
Met-yun, said to have been built in England, arrived at Tientsin, 
and anchored close to the other Chinese gunboats at the lower 
end of the foreign anchorage. On the following day the Vice- 
roy, accompanied by a number of his subordinate mandarins, 
went on board and inspected her, On the 15th she left for 
Shanghai. The other two Chinese gunboats have since lowered 
their topmasts, &c., and made all the necessary preparations for 
remaining here during the winter, by housing in with matting. 
They have besides left the lower anchorage and gone to the 
place nearer the city where the two gunboats were moored last 
winter. The British, French, and Russian gunboats have also 
lowered their topmasts, and otherwise made preparations for 
being snug at their moorings during the cold weather. 

On the 16th Nov. H.B.M.’s Minister and suite arrived at 
Tientsin in the steamer Tudu, from Shanghai. Mr. Wade called 
on the Viceroy at his Yamun in town, and next day he and his 
suite started in boats for the capital. 

Junks have been arriving at Tientsin from Leaou-tung (the 
Newchwang region) with cargoes of millet, maize, &c., &., for 
the sustenance of the distressed population of this and the sur- 
rounding districts during the next few months, the grain having 
been purchased by the Viceroy with the sums sped some 
weeks back by the Emperor for that purpose. 

Messrs. Macpherson and Huber, the commissioners appointed 
by the Chinese Government to go to Cuba for the purpose of 
inspecting and reporting on the condition of the Chinese labourers 
working ,in that country under contract, have arrived from 
Peking, and have since left for Shanghai, en route for Cuba. 
Senor Atin, the Spanish Minister, has also left for Shanghai, 
where he purposes remaining during the coming winter. The 
Peruvian Envoy, Senor Garcia, is still at Tientsin, and it is pre- 
sumed that he is making some progress towards the objects of 
his mission, as frequent interviews take place between him and 
the Viceroy Li Hung-chang. 


: SHANGHAT. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 28th 
Noy. ; the French mail from London Oct. 10 arrived out on the 
26th Nov. The following items of news are from the Worth 
China Herald :— 

The adjourned annual meeting of the Chamber of Commerce 
has been held. The inconvenience of the Woosung Bar and 
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the general deterioration of the river channel came up promi- 
nently for discussion, and much important information on both 
subjects was given. The facts stated will show that the gon- 
stant representations we have made on the subject are more than 
justitied, 

The monthly reports which the Municipal Council now pub- 
lish, in the stead of minutes of their weekly meetings, give a 
convenient summary of their doings. We are always glad to 
hear of road extension, whether within the settlement or with- 
out. The junction of the “Seward” with the “ Tongkew” road at 
the back of the Astor-house is a good measure, and gives a 
continuous road from the City moat to the Yangtsze-poo. It 
renders useless the upper part of Hongkew-road, from Tien- 
dong-road to the Bund, which might now almost as well be 
closed. The proposed extension of Markham-road would 
allow a pleasant change from the monotony of the Bubbling 
Well drive ; but we hardly understand the line suggested. The 
old military road, if we remember right, ran from Alpha farm 
into the Jessfield-road, joining the latter at its point of con- 
tact with the Soochow Creek, and this seems a preferable 
line. The next step would then be to reopen the old road 
from Jessfield to Pahwah, and a capital all round drive 
would thus be obtained. ‘The new boundary line of the Hong- 
kew Settlement has, we observe, been brought back to that fixed 
on by Mr. Seward in 1872. The present boundary line runs 
from a point opposite the Defence Creék to a point one mile in- 
land, on the bank of the Yangtze-poo. Mr. Seward proposes to 
make the line run first to the Rifle Butts, and then on to the 
Yangtze-poo,which would add a considerable area, but much less 
than that sketched in the last Public Works report. The pi 
pa line seems to cover all the ground necessary, and will no 

oubt be accepted. 

The Yacht Club have held another regatta. The race was 
for the Ladics’ Purse. The following yachts entered :—Juliu, 
Lillie, Fearless, and Madcap; the Lillie won the purse, the 
Mery being second. : 

We have an unusual number of men-of-war in port at present: 
the Iron Duke, Thetis, Curlew, Salamis, and Ringdove English ; 
Hartford and Iroquois American ; Vitiaz, Bogutyr, Ascold and 
Gornostai Russian. We hope that opportunity will be taken of 
the presence in port of so many men-of-war to have some sham 
fights after the old fashion. We are sure Admiral Shadwell 
will allow men to be landed from the several vessels under his 
command, and have no doubt Admiral Jenkins will be equally 
ready to let his men have an afternoon’s healthy exercise. 

H.M.S. 7hetis leaves for Aden, where enquiry is pending into 
her attack on certain slave dhows, while on her way out to 
China. The enquiry over, she will probably complete har term 
of service on the India station. H.M.S. Cadmus has been 
ordered over from Japan, to take the place of the Thetis on this 
station. ; 

A parade is called for the Ist Dec., for the presentation of 
prizes won at the Volunteer Riflemeeting. The athletic sports 
are also fixed for that day, and the distribution will take place 
on the Cricket Ground, in an interval between the events, Ad- 
miral Shadwell has promised to give away the prizes—except 
of course the Ladies’ Purse, which a young lady lately arrived 
has kindly undertaken to make, and to present. The Volunteers 
will no doubt assemble in force to do honour to their successful 
comrades and to those who have kindly undertaken to conduct 
the panies 6 

Among the passengers lately arrived from the North are 
Measrs. Macpherson and Huber, en route for Cuba, on the mis- 
sion of enquiry regarding the condition of Chinese emigrants to 
that island to which we Have before alluded ; definite arrange- 
ments having been at length made for the mission. 





HONG KONG. 
Our advices by the present mail extend to the 4th Dec. ; no 


later mail from London had arrived out. The Hong Kong Daily 
Press supplies the following items of intelligence :— 


The suggestion which is made by Messrs, Gilman and Co., in 
a letter which has been published with the proceeding of the 
Shanghai Chamber with reference to mildew in shirtings, is of 
an eminently practical character, and it is to be hoped will have 
the effect of putting an end to the fraudulent practices which 
now threaten to ruin the trade in English Cotton Goods. The 

roposition is simply to sell the shirtings by washed muster, and 
it will amount to carrying out a suggestion which we made on 
reading the statement of one of the Manchester manufacturers 
that weighted shirtings were wanted, that they should follow 
Paterfamilias’s suggestion as to the milk, that is, to take the milk 
and water in separate jugs—and send out the shirtings and the 
sizing separate. The plan ought to be, in every sense of the 
word, a solution of the difficulty, and now that it has been sug- 
gested, there can he little doubt it will be carried out, as if the 
sellers of the goods do not adopt so simple an expedient, it will 
doubtless occur to such astute traders as the Chinese buyers. 

A meeting of the Legislative Council was held on the 2nd Dee. 
The Governor laid upon the table three Bills to be read for the 
first time. The first of these was a Bill for providing for the 
registration of trade marks, Mr. Justice Pauncefote having 
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been called upon to explain the objects of this Bill, mentioned 
that in consequence of the holders or owners of trade marks not 
being in the colony a large quantity of spurious articles were 
manufactured, and by the provisions of the present ordi- 
nance these offenders would be prosecuted. The draft of a 

3ill_ with reference to beacons and lighthouses was then 
laid upon the table. It was considered desirable that there 
should be lights at Cape D’Aquilar and Green Island, and it was 
laa at once to begin the foundation for the Cape D’Aquilar 
ight. The Attorney-General then explained the nature of the 
Ordinance regarding the oral examination of prisoners, which 
would enable the magistrate to examine accused persons, but the 
accused need not answer to criminate himself. Before the 
Council broke up a vote of thanks to the Hon. Mr. Pauncefote 
was proposed and duly carried. 

A public dinner was given on the Ist Dec., at the City Hall, 
to the Hon. Mr. Justice Pauncefote, in view of his approaching 
departure from the colony. H.E. the Governor, Sir A. Ken- 
nedy, took the chair, and the following gentlemen were present :

’ After the usual loyal toasts had been honoured the Governor 
rose to propose the health of Mr. Pauncefote. He said he could 
not conceive any distinction more gratifying to those who gave 
it, and those who received it, than a meeting such as this, repre- 
senting all the wealth, talent, and reapectability of the com- 
munity. Hong Kong, though a young colony, had produced 
many distinguished men, and it was an honour to it now that it 
had produced a Chief Justice. Ife (the Governor) knew that 
H. M. Government valued Mr. Pauncefote’s professional abilities, 
and this demonstration bore testimony also to his social worth. 
Chief Justices were not appointed hastily or inconsiderately by 
H.M. Government, and it reflected great honour on the colony 
that one had been selected from it. 

Mr. Pauncefote, in reply, said, that he was indeed at a loss for 
language adequate to express his deep gratitude for the distin- 
guished honour conferred upon him. It had always been his 
desire to give his best services to the public, whether in the 
Supreme Court, the Legislative Council, or in whatever other 
department they might be required ; and this demonstration was 
not only the highest reward he could have for his past services, 
but the highest encouragement he could receive for the future. 
It was indeed gratifying to receive this honour—this “ last 
Stirrup Cup ”—at the hands of those who represent the various 
nationalities in the colony. He begged to be permitted to say 
farewell, and wish every happiness and prosperity to the colony. 
He left Hong Kong, where he had spent his best years, with 
sorrow, feeling that he had contracted friendships which would 
never be severed, and which he could never hope to replace.

On the occasion of Mr. Pauncefote taking his seat in the 
Supeme Court for the last time, previous to his deperecre from 
the colony, the Attorney-General rose on behalf of the gentle- 
men of the profession present, and said the profession could not 
allow him to go away without wishing him a formal farewell. 
They were about to lose a judge who, from his long experience 
and from his great legal acquirements, it would be very difficult, 
if not impossible, to replace. The Attorney-General and the 
whole profession wished him a hearty farewell, and every success 
and prosperity in his new career. ustice Pauncefote, in reply, 
stated that he felt proud to be able to thank the whole of the 
legal gentlemen present who had come forward to bid him fare- 
well, and he was sincerely grateful to them for their remarks. 
He felt he was leaving with their good wishes heaped on him, 
and the well wishes of many in the colony. He trusted those 
who had shown their good wishes towards him would be better 
rewarded than by his thanks, which were all he could retarn 
them. 

A large number of Scotch gentlemen met at a banquet in cele- 
bration of St. Andrew’s Day. It took place at the Hong Kon 
Hotel, where the large guest room was suitably arranged an 
decorated, the well-known portrait of the old Saint forming 
a conspicuous object. Some of the speeches delivered, especially 
those on Scotch literature and the Scotch Universities, were 
admirable oratorical displays, and the proceedings went off 
throughout with great good feeling and enthusiasm, 
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The body of the late Captain Toppin has been brought down 
by the steamship Awanytung and interred. A goodly number 
of the deceased’s friends and acquaintances followed the corpse 
to its last resting place at Happy Valley, whilst due respect: was 
shown by flags in numerous places, and on board ships, being at 
half-mast. 

Four long-sentenced prisoners have been publicly flogged, each 
receiving twenty-five lashes. The whipping took place at the 
post near the Harbour-master’s office. The lashes appeared to 
make but little impression on the hardened prisoners. 

The steamer Acantha has broken down outside the Ly-ee-moon 
Pass. It appears that the pee had either dropped off or 
slipped aft on the shaft. She will, as soon as pee, roceed 
to the dock, and meantime is having her cargo discharged. 

A buoy, measuring ten feet by six feet, is being completed 
at the naval yard, to be laid at the spot where the P. and O. 
steamer Bokhara struck a short time ago. At the place where 
the buoy is to be put there are eighteen feet of water at low tide. 

Sir Arthur Kennedy has visited Rear-Admiral Brummer on 
board H.I.R.M.S. Vitiaz, and on his leaving the usual salute of 
seventeen guns was fired.

SARAWAK. 

The Guzette of 1st Dec. has the following :— 

A curious rumour got a foot amongst the Chinese living at 
and about the mining district in Upper Sarawak. The origin 
of this curious report, which at last became almost a panic, can- 
not be at all discovered. Mr. O. C. St. John’s report says :— 

The district is much disturbed by some silly and conflicting 
reports, which have caused much annoyance. One version is that 
the Chinese of Montrado are about to attack Upper Sarawak, 
a second that the leaders of Huey of 1869 are attempting to 
raise a raid into Sarawak, and a third that the Katibas Dyaks 
are contemplating an attack on the district. These would not be 
worth mentioning were it not for the panic they have caused. 

The Katibas Expedition against the Bunuts and Tamans on 
the Kapuas, in Dutch territory, has, we are glad to say, re- 
turned without reaching their destination—bad weather, a diffi- 
cult country, and most likely unlucky omens, have thwarted 
them and cooled their courage ; we hope the matter is at an 
end ; but we fear that a Dyak feud is somewhat like the cele- 
brated one between Ta’ Pherson and Mic Mac Mathusalah, and 
will bear keeping. 

The same weather which has made this an unhealthy season 
for the people has conduced to give us the promise of one of the 
best, if not the best, rice crop on record. From all quarters 
reports come of full and heavy crops. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 
Dates by this mail extend to the 12th Dec. ; the French mail 


from London Nov. 7 arrived out on the 9th Dec. The following 
items are from the Straits Times :-— 


A horrible murder and suicide has been committed at Cam- 

ng Kapore, the victims being a Boyanese sailor named Saman, 
and Debiah his wife. It appeared from the evidence adduced 
at the coroner’s inquest that Saman, the husband, had’ recently 
returned from a sea voyage and found his wife living with her 
parents at Campong Kapore. He wanted her to go and live 
with him, but she refused, upon which they came to angry words, 
and finding her determined to persist in her refusal, the husband 
drew his sheath-knife and rushed upon her, inflicting no less 
than sixteen stabs in various parts of her body, one of them 
severing the jugular vein and penetrating decp down into the 
chest. The husband then stabbed himself in several places, one 
of the wounds severing the windpipe. 

We understand that it is contemplated to amend and consoli- 
date all the local Passenger Ships Ordinances into a single Ordi- 
nance, which will at the same time put a stop to the carrying of 
deck passengers on sea voyages without proper provision for 
their accommodation below. Thus, it will be seen that the 
Glenlyon scandal has borne good fruit. 

The Eastern and Australian Mail Steamship Company have 
chartered the steamer Flintshire, expected here about the 24th 
December, to run upon their line to Batavia, Brisbane, and 
Sydney. The Flintshire goes also to Melbourne. 

The Government Gazette contains only two or three new noti- 
fications. Mr. Henry Hewetson is appointed Acting Sheriff of 
Singapore during the absence of Mr. Evans. The Governor has 
appointed Mr. Snowden, Capt. Walshe, and Lieut. Ellis, or any 
two of them, to exercise at Singapore the duties conferred on 
Courts of Quarter Sessions by the Summary Jurisdiction Ordi- 
nance, 1872, till a Court of Quarter Sessions is constituted here. 

The average note circulation of the local banks during No- 
vember was—Oriental Bank, $248,600 ; Mereantile’ Bank: 
$418,205 ; Chartered Bank, $656,000. 

Mr. Marins Cravery, Secretary of the 1st class at Alexandria, 
has been appointed Chancellor of the French Consulate, and

till his arrival the duties of the office will be performed by Mr. 
G. de Champeaux. 

The latest received Batavia papers, which come down to the 
6th Dec., publish the following official telegrams regarding the 
Atchin war :-— 

All the transport vessels have arrived off Atchin, successively, 
Seventy-seven men, all privates and convicts, have been Jost from 
cholera and dysentery. The loss has, moreover, to be lamented, of Mr. 
H. J. Cantervisscher, who had been detailed as Secretary to the Go- 
vernment Commissioner, Pulo Nassy has been taken possession of, 
and the cholera patients conveyed thither. Much rain falls daily, 
which has hitherto made it impossible to begin operations. Recon- 
naissances along the coast have yielded good results. On board the men- 
of-war the state of health is excellent. On the 24th November the 
enciny was seen working at a benting near the mouth of the Atchin river. 
Some 30 grenades from the Citudel Van Antwerpen caused them to stop 
their labour. On the 29th November the Banda and Bronbeck made a 
reconnoitring cruise along the coast line as far as the neighbourhood of 
Pedropoint. Several shots from the shore were effectively answered by the 
Banda, The Amboyna, despatched at the same time to Rarang Rabaona re- 
connaissance, exchanged shots with the shore. The fire of the enemy had 
no effect, and was speedily silenced, after the flagstaff on the benting had 
been shot to pieces. A spy, who has lately returned from Atchin, and 
who has been inside the Kraton, states that there are thirteen white 
men in the Kraton, amongst whom are three Frenchmen, three Eng- 
lishmen, two Netherlanders, and five Americans. The information 
supplied by this spy, whose” name we suppress, appears to be trust- 
worthy. 

By last accounts cholera was on the decrease in Batavia and 
Samarang, but was making many victims in the coast towns in 
Java and in the interior. ‘The disease had reached Pasaruan. 

Regarding the cutting of the telegraph cable between Singa- 
pore and Penang, the Jadier of the 6th December states that 
“some persons see in that the work of Atchinese at Penang to 
break off communication with Batavia.”

IMPORTS. 


Yokouama.—There had been but little change in the market. Buyers 
had been fairly busy taking delivery of old contracts, and had entered 
into but few fresh transactions. The demand which existed for Nos. 
88 to 42 Yarns had been fully supplied, and with the exception of a 
rather better enquiry for 8} lbs. Grey Shirtings, there was no change 
in Cotton Goods, and the market for Woollens still remained in the 
gaine unsatisfactory state as last reported. 

Hioco-Osaka.—The Chamber of Commerce Circular says :—The 
good feeling which existed when the last report was issued continued 
up till about the end of the month, when holidays caused a general ab- 
sence of buyers. The market, worried also by extremely low rates of 
exchange, has not been able to assume its former tone, and while there 
are requirements of some articles, both stocks and new imports from 
China would appear to weigh so heavily on the market that holders in 
many cases at once yield to lower offers, and a remunerative business 
may not be looked forward to during the present winter accordingly. 
Cottons : Deliverics of Grey Shirtings show no advance. Prices went 
as high as $2.80 for best 8} Ibs., but are now lower, with less business 
doing. For Black Velvets as much as $10.80 was obtainable for good 
quality, but they also close weak. In Yarn very little is being done, at 
about former quotations. Taffachellass are wanted, at higher rates. 
Woollens : With the exception of Black Orleans, Black Camlets, and 
Scarlet Long Ells, all articles have experienced a fall in price. Nailrod 
Tron is in demand, but stocks of suitable sizes are limited. 

SHancHat.—Manufactured Goods : The trade in Plain Cottons had 
been rather unsteady. Grey Shirtings had generally been obtainable 
at slightly easier rates, especially 8.4 lbs. descriptions ; but for White 
Shirtings previous rates had been fully maintained. T-Cloths had 
continued almost entirely neglected. Drills had been settled in some 
instances at casier rates, a parcel of fair quality of 15 lb. weight having 
been sold at Tls. 2.4.0 per piece. For American Drills some demand 
existed at Ts. 3.5.0 per piece. A resale of American Sheetings, by 
Chinese, was reported at ‘Ils. 3.3.0. The trade in Fancy Cottons and 
Woollens had shown no change of importance. Metals: Lead; L.B. 
they forced up to Tls. 6.20 per picul. Arrivals light, and stocks being 
in one or two hands were firmly held. _Nail-rod Iron : the market is 
at a standstill. 

Foocuow.—Sales had been effected of 1,300 pieces $} lbs Grey Shirt- 
ings at $2.70 to 2.724, 500 pieces 7 lbs at $2.274, and 500 pieces 
T-Cloths at $1.923. Lead was quoted 88.75 per picul. 

Hona Kone.—Raw Cotton had been moderately bought at a slight 
reduction on former values. 8-4 ]bs, Grey Shirtings had been fairly 
taken at maintained prices. Woollens had received but little attention. 
The Rice market was somewhat firmer, sales having been made at better 
figures. Coals continued quiet. Quicksilver was rather lower. 

Saicon.—The market for all Imports was again lower. Quotations 
were, Grey Shirtings, 8}]bs., 82.48 per piece; ditto, 71bs., $2.10; 
T-Cloths, 6 Ibs., $1.55 ; ditto, 5 lbs., 31.35 ; ditto, 41bs., $1.10 ; White 
Irishes, $1.55.

Yokouama.—Arrivals had been on a large scale, and a steady busi- 
neas had been done at previous quotations.

Cantoy.—There had been rather more inquiry during the week, and 
settlements of about 3,000 boxes Scented Teas, 600 boxes Congou, and 
1,500 boxes Gunpowder were reported. Prices paid for the Scented 
Teas (of which 2,500 boxes were Scented Orange Pekovs) showed no 
change. The Gunpowders had been purchased for export to the Con- 


tinent. 
SILK. 

Yoxouama.—A steady business had been transacted, and settlements 
were estimated at about 1,200 bales. The recent rise in prices had 
been generally maintained, and the demand appeared to run chiefly on 
finer classes of Hanks. Arrivals had been fairly good, and there were 
about 1,200 bales on offer. Silk-worms’ Eggs: Tvutal scttlements to 
date 1,275,000 cards, against 1,280,000 cards at the same time last 
year. Arrivals daily decreasing and the season was drawing to its 
close. Prices had been gradually falling, and the refuse of the season 
was being offered at prices varying from 75 cents to $1.50. 

SHancHaLi—A large business had been done, the week's settlements 
aggregating about 2,000 bales, consisting chiefly of fair to good Tsatlees 
at Ts. 370 to 470 per picul. Gold Lion Tsatlee was quoted at Tls, 420 
to 440, No. 3 Chop at Tls. 470 (nominal), Phoenix at Tls. 3674, and 
Red Peacock at Ts, 385. Re-reels of all kinds were in heavy stock, 
and for these no demand existed. Total setttlements to date 43,700 
bales, unsold stock 6,000 bales. 

Canton.—Quotations were unchanged, and during the week about 
100 bales in all had been purchased, including grades Nos. 1, 2, 3, and 
4. Dealers continued firm, stating that as there was a good demand 
for native use they could dispose of their stocks very easily.

THE WAR IN SUMATRA. 

Penance, Jay. 6.—According to advices received here from Atchin, 
the Dutch batteries had been established within range of the Kraton, 
and were to commence bombarding that position on the 3rd inst., 
unless the Atchinese surrendered. Cholera and other diseases were 
reported to prevail in tho Dutch camp, causing great mortality, chiefly 
among the native troops. 

Tuer Hacte, Jan. 9.—Official despatches reccived here from Atchin, 
dated Singkel, Jan. 6, confirm the news previously received from 
Penang, which is as follows :—No fighting has occurred since the 26th 
of December. <A park of artillery has been disembarked and the first 
parallel opened. The works for attacking the Kraton continue. The 
expedition to Pedier has returned to Atchin, after having burnt the 
fort and kampong of Pedier. The loss of the Dutch amounted to two 
killed and ninety wounded. The Rajah of Gichem is entirely subjugated, 
and has offered his services to mediate between the Dutch and the 
King of Atchin.

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A JAPANESE FUNERAL IN VIENNA. 

A Japanese funeral, the first in Vienna, took place on the 27th ult. 
It was that of a young student, who died on Christmas-eve in the 
hospital, from lingering consumption. Since, according to usage, 
Fukuda Kataro—this was the name of the deceased—could not be 
buried in consecrated ground, the body was taken to a place detached 
from the common burial-ground.’ Mr. Watanah, the Secretary of the 
Japanese Legation, spoke simple, but deeply-moving words at the 

ve. ‘Oh, what sadness !’’ he said, “ poor Fukuda Kataro! Born 
in the province of Inehaiia, in the land of Hizen, you were brave and 
good. Already in early age you were eager to learn. When a youth 
you chose the study of national economy, and being not satisfied with 
the knowledge of its general rules, you left your home and went two 
years ago to the lands of the distant West. First you lived at Berlin, 
and came to Vienna a few months ago. You followed your studies 
under the guidance of eminent men of science and of clear judgment, 
and you became an industrious scholar in the Vienna Polytechnic. 
From the early dawn of the day to late hours you strove eagerly to 
obtain the purpose of your life. But, oh sorrow ! you were seized with 
dire illness, and never rose again from the bed of sufferings. All 
medical care and nursing was in vain. They availed nothing against 
the fierce illness ; they were unable to snatch from death its victim. 
After a short dream of life, not lasting longer than twenty-six years, 
merciless death tore you away from us, and we stand now weeping at 
your grave, bitterly deploring that your term of life did mot last, for 
the benefit of our common far-away country. Now you are bedded by 
us in foreign ground, and in the fulness of sadness and mourning we 
groet you for the last time. Oh, poor Fukuda Kataro! Farewell !” 


COTTON MANUFACTURE IN INDIA. 

The Pall Mall Gazette says Manchester will be interested to hear that 
the number of mills for the spinning and weaving of cotton and jute 
is steadily increasing in the vicinity of Calcufta and Bombay. To tho 
demand for cotton cloth, says the Friend of India, there is practically 
no limit, now that Manchester so unblushingly adulterates her goods. 
That for gunny-bags is sure to be overdone, if all the mills now on the 
banks of the Hooghly double their looms and so many are started as 
are now projected ; but such mills will doubtless begin to work up jute 
into finer textures as clothing for the people. The popularity of the 
cloth made by native mills at Bombay is such that the Chamber of 
Commerce have held a public mecting to denounce the import, duty of 
74 per cent. on English piece goods as protective. The members wisely 
resolved to postpone their projected memorial to Government for three 
mouths to allow of fuller discussion, The Bombay mills, involving a 
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capital of one and a half million sterling, employ 10,000 natives daily 
in working 4,500 looms. = They prepare 1,500 biles of cotton a week, 
or 64 per cent, of the local crop. If Manchester men show the same 
desire to invest their capital in Indian mills as those of Glasgow and 
Dundee are doing in jute-spinning factories, there is no reason why in 
time nearly all the local cotton should not be worked up in India itself, 
to the great benefit of the natives in every respect. The import duties 
must be kept up for financial reasons, and they would not operate dis- 
advantageously to an honest trade. The truth is that Manchester cares 
more about her political than her commercial reputation. Foremost in 
the ranks of advanced Liberalism, she cares little for her cutton manu- 
factures, feeling, no doubt, that the only clothes in which man should 
array himself are the robes of rightcousness. 


NEWSPAPERS IN JAPA 

The Standard says :—Weare enabled tu give a transiation of a Japanese 
“leader,” in which the editor embodies his ideal of what a newspaper 
should be, but adds a lamentation which might well provoke a re- 
sponsive cry of pain from editors all over the world. Says our Japanese 
contemporary :— “As newspapers are most useful and necessary to 
mankind, assisting the Government and enlightening the people, con- 
demning what opposes and upholding what advances the public good, 
instructing goodness, correcting ignorance, praising right and rebuking 
wrong, they are published and widely read in all civilised countries 
where not only the noble and gentle read them, but all classes, even 
in the most remote regions, value them as a means of increasing their 
knowledge and aiding their business. So have we heard that since 
newspapers first began to be widely read in Europe and America the 
liberty of the people has increased tenfold. And so it must be, for 
this reason; There is nothing that becomes a matter of public interest 
that is not published in the papers. It is of no consequence whether 
it agrees or disagrees with the editor’s views, or whether the Govern- 
ment or people like it or not. It is communicated to the people, and 
they are able to form their own opinions upon it, and thus public 
opinion is formed. So now, as our Eipire is in process of time becum- 
ing prosperous, and is fast improving, we are very pleased to see how 
many different newspapers are published, for they must gradually prove 
most useful to the people. Still,there is a great difference between them 
—some being clever, and others very dull. Some people take a news- 
paper only to find new theories for conversation, or the curious matter 
it may contain, while some read it as they would a story book. Hence 
there is in inuch that we are desired to insert little else than feeble, 
childish absurditics, or Buddhist doubt, the publication of which can 
do no good, and much evil. We will, therefore, be obliged to our 
friends who write to us that they will only send sensible and instruc- 
put has This will give great pleasure not only to us, but to the 
world, 











THE Porte aND THE ATCHIN War.—It is stated in the Levant 
Herald of the 14th ult. that “Seid Abdul Rahman-el-Zaher, the special 
Envoy from the Sultan of Atchin, now at war with the Dutch Last 
Indian authorities, left Constantinople on Thursday, the 18th of Dec., 
in the Suid, on his return to Atchin, by way of Suez and the Red Sea. 
The main object of his mission was to induce the Porte to recognise the 
Mussulman State of Atchin as a vassal State of Turkey. In this the 
Envoy failed, as did his predecessors on similar missions during the 
Grand Vizierates of Reschid Pasha and A’ali Pasha. Tho Atchinese 
have tho crescent and star on their flag, and some cannon also marked 
with the crescent and star, which came to them, it is said, from the 
time of Sultan Selim. The Porte, however, has again declined the 
responsibility involved in assenting to the overtures of the Atchinese, 
and the envoy was not received by the Sultan; but as Seid Abdul 
Rahman belongs to a family of Sherifs, he was decorated with the 
Order of the Osmanlie of the second class, and received a vizierial letter 
for his master, the Sultan of Atchin.” 

Micnixazu Yosuba Nawa of Japan, for some months a law student 
in Boston, has died of typhoid fever, at the age of thirty-one years. In 
1864, with a lieutenant’s commission, he took part in an unsuccessful 
enterprise under the Prince of Chiosin. During the civil war he served 
ag colonel and aide-de-camp to General Takasugi. At the close of the 
war he was attached to the foreign department, and when Mori was ap- 
pointed Minister to the United States he served as second secretary. 
On the arrival of the Japanese Embassy he resigned his position at 
Washington and went to Boston to study law, to which he assiduously 
applied himsclf, and continued a member of the Boston law schoul until 
his death. 

Dr. Hassan, the analyst, states that of the samples of Orange 
Pekoe examined a coating or acing of black lead was found on all of 
them, and in ono of them the adulteration consisted of lie tea, sand, 
and magnetic oxide of iron; while the cighteen samples of green tea 
were found to be adulterated with variable and often large quantities 
of lie tea, sand, stony particles and magnetic oxyde of iron.

BANKERS’ INCOMPETENCY AND COMMERCIAL 
MORALITY IN SHANGHAL 

Ir is disappointing to find such a miserable lack of pru- 
dence, vigilance, and pains-taking precaution among the 
Shanghai bankers and others as is disclosed in some cases 
quoted in the North China Herald of the 20th November 
last. Those who have an uphill battle to fight can never 
deserve to succeed while they leave weak points in their 
armour exposed, and—if we may be allowed the simile— 
carelessly let their guns go off among their own ranks in 
the ticld where all their prowess is required. If there be 
any two elements more than all others essential for the 
development of the trade at a port so distant as Shanghai, 
they are safe and remunerative returns for the capital of 
timid sharehelders, and a confidence that those to whom 
investors entrust their money possess a wisdom financially 
infallible, and a wariness that never sleeps. What 
paralysis is to the human body such is a loss of prestige to 
a commercial undertaking ; and to this it must be added 
that every time a cunning Chinaman, either single-handed 
or in league with some wretched white-faced swindler 
succeeds in beguiling a confiding Bank manager, and va- 
nishes amid the many headed Chinese multitude to spread 
the story of his easily-gotten gains, an extraordinary 
stimulus is given to attempts of a kindred character; and 
the moral influences which are the foundations of commercial 
integrity and the credit consequent upon it receive a most 
disastrous blow. Let us illustrate these reflections by a 
brief review of three cases which the North China Herald 
has described to us :— 

The first in importance is “the Agra Bank v. Olyphant 
and Co.” In this case the Bank had advanced a large 
sum, nominally to HUNG-KEE, a real or imaginary China- 
man ; the advance had been made at the request of Mr. 
STODDARD, at that time wharf manager for the defendants’ 
firm. STODDARD received the money, STODDARD paid the 
interest as it fell due, and it was he, too, who repaid at a 
subsequent date a small portion of the principal. Now this 
loan was granted upon the security of a promissory note 
bearing what purported to be HUNG-KEE's chop, or sig- 
nature, and of a godown warrant which Mr. StoppaRD 
had signed in the name of OLYPHANT and Co. for 790 
pigs of lead, which were described in the warrant as 
stored at the godowns in charge of Messrs. OLYPHANT 
and Co. Subsequently Mr. SroppARD was got rid of by 
the defendants, and when he had disappeared it turned 
out that no such pigs of lead ever existed, and as to HuNnG- 
KEE—stat nominis unbra ! The question raised was could 
Messrs. OLYPHANT and Co. be held liable to make good to 
the Bank the value of the non-existent lead described in 
the godown warrant which their agent had fraudulently 
signed? It was decided that they could not, and rightly 
so, for it is obvious that though a principal is usually re- 
sponsible for the laches, often for the frauds, of his agent, 
when the latter is really acting in the interests of his em- 
ployer, in the present case it was admitted on both sides 
that the advance was to one HUNG-KEE and not to Messrs. 
OLYPHANT and Co.—i.e., Mr. STODDARD, though he used 
defendants’ name, was avowedly not acting for their 
benefit ; and, secondly, the lead was never represented as 
belonging to OLYPHANT and Co, (a most material point), 
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but as the property of one HUNG-KEE, to whom also the 
money was supposed to be paid. What can the Bank 
managers in China mean by conducting their operations 
on the lax, the piteously incompetent, system disclosed 
by the evidence of several of their own employés ? 
Thus, one witness tells the Court that advances are 
frequently made to Chinese through foreigners with- 
out the Bank seeing the Chinaman at all! What, then 
are the “ dark ways” and the “ peculiar” tricks of AH 
Sin and Ad Long beyond the powers of education and 
culture to combat? Or is money so plentiful and trade so 
good that the trouble even of just seeing the Chinese bor- 
rower in the flesh is a superfluity, and the loss of a few 
thousand taels more or less wholly unimportant to the 
shareholders at home? The Bank manager, it is evident, 
never even took the trouble to assure himeelf of the existence 
of the security. 

Here is another case, subsequent to the one just described, 
and almost on all fours with it, to which the unhappy 
offender was most probably tempted by the example of 
the previous successful swindle, for it followed a very 
few months afterwards. In this instance Mr. GEORGE 
Grey MAYNE was convicted of having obtained 
money by false pretences from the Deutsche Bank at 
Shanghai, and received a two years’ sentence. The 
offender had been the manager of the Hongkew Wharf 
Company’s premises. In that capacity he took a China- 
man, Foo-KEE, to sce the manager of the Deutsche 
Bank, and obtained an advance for Foo-KEE (though the 
cash was paid over to himself) on the security of a wharf 
warrant which he signed, in the name of his firm, for 480 
tons of coals, goods, asit turned out afterwards, which did not 
exist. In this instance, as we sce, the principal offender 
has been deservedly brought to justice ; but is the manager 
of the Bank altogether blameless 1 No enquiries were made 
by him into the character and responsibilities of this 
Chinese accomplice, and no employé was sent to identify 
the particular lot of mortgaged coals, which, even had they 
been there, might, from the unavoidable absence of marks 
and numbers, always be easily lost sight of. The book- 
keeper at the wharf stated that had the Bank notified that 
the warrant had passed into their possession, the notice 
would in the ordinary course of business have come to him, 
but there was no entry to be found in the company’s hooks 
to correspond with this warrant, and, as the Bank manager 
admitted, he only sent in the document for examination at 
last because the company published a request to all warrant 
holders to do so. Surely this fact betrays an inexcusable 
remissness on the part of the Bank. 

What can the Inspectors of these Banks be about that 
they do not discover such proceedings ? How is it that 
the heads of the Shanghai firms are so to be put off their 
guard that they allow the MayYNEs, and STODDARDSs, and 
others whom we might name, to creep into their service, 
bringing disgrace upon the commercial repute of the port, 
and pointing to the conclusion that morals have gone 
down there, and that men of bad character find work in 
Shanghai presumably because honest people are scarce ? 
Heads of firms, managers and directors of banking com- 
panies, official chiefs in every department, whatever their 
nationality, all alike should remember that they are charged 
with grave responsibilities incidental to the position which 
they fill To relax the rigorous exactitude of business re- 
quirements, to be careless as to the personal character of 
those whom they may employ, and to be indulgent when a 
mistake has been discovered, wrongs the community at 
large, wrongs the shareholders whom they protect, and 
wrongs, too, the general staff over whom they preside ; for 
wherever precaution is neglected and an avoidable irre- 
gularity is allowed, an occasion is offered which may some 
day entail pecuniary disaster and commercial discredit, 
tempting a clever rogue to commit a crime. 

Equally distressing—or nearly so—is the account we 
read of Mr. HALKET's bankruptcy. He held an appoint- 
ment in the Customs, but he has failed for Tls. 35,000, a 
sum which he swears that he lost entirely in share specula- 
tions. Surely the Commissioner of Customs, for the credit 
of the service which he superintends, ought to prohibit the 
officers under him from dabbling in risky transactions of 
this sort. Nothing is more essential among a body of men 
whose duties are to collect and take charge of public money, 
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than that they should even be above suspicion, and unless 
they are strictly forbidden to speculate or trade they are 
sure to be always mistrusted as a class, while individuals 
among them who may be losers will, some of them, with 
equal certainty, be tempted to embezzlement and crime. 





THE DUTCH WAR IN ATCHIN. 

SOME time back we called the attention of our readers 
to the results which might reasonably be expected to follow 
on the termination of hostilities in Atchin. We deplored 
the shortsightedness of our Foreign Minister, who has 
allowed a valuable Treaty to be torn up in exchange for an 
unhealthy and unprofitable strip of African coast, a strip 
which it will after all cost us some millions to reduce really 
into possession; and we foreshadowed that the pepper 
trade in Penang was likely, in consequence, to receive a 
grievous blow. Events have ripened somewhat since we 
put those reflections into print, but the end is still to come, 
and the dangers, therefore, which we apprehend have not 
yet overtaken our commerce. Nevertheless, those who 
watch the messages from day to day which the telegraph 
wires convey to us, must be convinced that except for 
some unforseen turn in the wheel of fortune, such as a vio- 
lent outbreak of cholera among the Dutch expeditionary 
forces, the fates of the Sultan of ATCHIN and of his 


really gallant little army are trembling in the balance, | 


and soon they must cither surcender or be entirely over- 
thrown. We cannot help fecling a strange sympathy with 


the defenders of Kraton; the dash and pluck with which | 


they succeeded at first in repulsing the invaders deserved 
our admiration ; then again they are the weaker party, and 
manifestly fight against great odds; moreover, whatever 
may be their shortcomings, they are involved in a war 
through what was no fault of theirs, but rather a breach 
of faith on the part of the English, who had by treaty se- 
cured them protection. 

We cannot make out what offence the unhappy Sultan 
has ever committed, and he and his people are making at 
any rate a patriotic effort to defend their country from her 
enemies. No right-thinking person can resist the influences 
ef such reflections as these, and when we call the lately re- 
ceived telegrams to mind, when in a few brief sentences 
we read of cholera, bloodshed, and famine, in fact, of the 
ordinary horrors of war, we begin to realise the disastrous 
results which may follow indiscrect and ill-advised action 
on the part of an unwise and incompetent Government. 

As to the Dutch army in Sumatra, they seem at any 
rate to have determined to be cautious ; caution implies 
tardiness in their operations, but perhaps, under the peculiar 
position in which they stand towards their foes, they are 
wise to proceed with deliberation. General VAN SWIETEN 
would seem to have entrenched his forces on the right bank 
of the Atchin river, not far from the Kraton, and to be 
Sacto pushing forward his advances, and bringing up 

is artillery in readiness for an attack upon the capital of 
the Sultan. Telegrams, however, cannot be found fault with 
on the ground of prolixity, and newspaper correspondents 
to send us full details from the scene of action in this in- 
stance do not exist; hence our information must neces- 
sarily be one-sided, and scanty, very likely inaccurate as 
well. The probability is that VAN SWIETEN is continually 
in hopes of getting the Sultan to surrender, and for this 
reason he makes some delay in opening his final attack. It 
seems that he has sent overtures to the Atchinese, but has 
not received any response ; indeed, further accounts state 
that the emissary who carried his letters had been impri- 
’ goned, and the despatches not delivered but destroyed. 
This is credible, it savours of the stubborn unreasoning 
desperation of Mohammedan fanatics, but there is less like- 
lihood in the further statement that the populace at Atchin 
had obtained supreme power. A rise among the masses 
during a crisis may occur in Ching, but it is not charac- 
teristic of the Malays, who in times of danger and trouble 
are peculiarly faithful and obedient to their chiefs ; more- 
over the Atchinese forces are evidently disciplined, and 
the resistance is well organised. There is, therefore, 
no reason to suppose that the populace cither have got 
the supremacy, or that they could get it even if they 
so desired. Then, again, the Dutch commander reports 
that his enemies are short of rice, and that the scarcity will 
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perhaps have the effect of dispersing their forces. Yet a day 
after the date at which that despatch was forwarded we 
find that the Rajah of Pedier “has reinforced the Kraton 
with 1,500 men.” The Rajah clearly made “a little mis- 
take,” for the Dutch immediately sent a foree of 400 
Marines, who burnt his villages and captured his forts, but 
if there is a dearth of rice in Kraton it is singular that the 
Rajah of Pedier should have thought to strengthen the 
power of the Atchinese forces to hold out by increasing 
the number of mouths to be fed there. . 

Perhaps the Rajah of Pedier is not such a fool as we 
have taken him to be. The real strength of the Atchinesoe 
is of course kept carefully concealed ; but when the ship is 
going to sink the rats desert her, and it may be that if the 
Sultan was as near an overthrow as VAN SWIETEN’s tele- 
grams lead us to suppose, his ally, the Rajah of Pedier, 
would have “pursued a policy of non-intervention” and 
stayed quietly at home. On the whole, we do not think 
there can be much doubt that the Dutch will ultimately 
succeed, but the accounts we have received at present are 
too meagre and too contradictory to be of any very real im- 
portance. British interests have of course everything to gain 
from a peaceful and a speedy termination of this contest, 
for while the men of Atchin are fighting the pepper culture 
must needs be neglected. If the Sultan successfully extri- 
cates hinself from his present difliculties and preserves his 
territories intact, and his independence as uncontrolled as 
before, fant mienx pour rons, we shall still see Atchin pepper 
in the Penang markets ; but if the Dutch prevail one of 
two things must follow : either they will monopolise the 
pepper themselves, introducing forced labour according to 
the system pursued in Java, or else without the compulsory 
labour the pepper fields will be thrown out of cultivation. 
The Atchinese will not work voluntarily to enrich the de- 
tested Dutch, and in the absence of a supply of labour the 
pepper can no longer be grown. 





Some time ago the Japanese Government gave an order 
for a collection of specimens of the animal, floral, and 
mineral world of Europe, with a view to establish a Museum 
for the use of schools in Yedo. Dr. LEopotp Ecrr, of 
Vienna, was entrusted with this task, and succeeded to the 
satisfaction of H.E. SANno, the Japanese resident Minister. 
The collection, now completed, comprises also valuable spe- 
cimens of European antiquities, and no less than 360 tech- 
nological objects, for the purpose of showing in a compre- 
hensive way the peculiarities of European manufactures. 
A small collection of European coins has been added. The 
whole will be sent to Trieste for shipment to Japan. 





By a Vizieral letter the Khedive of Ecypr is required 
to call upon the Suez Canal Company to carry out within 
three months the arrangement recommended by the Inter- 
national Commission with reference to the tolls of the 
Canal. In default thereof the Company will have to revert 
to the original tax of ten francs per ton on ships, leviable 
on the net tonnage. 





THE fortnightly service of the Pacific Mail Company’s 
steamers between China, Japan, and San Francisco has 
been discontinued, and for the future only one steamer per 
month will be despatched outward and homeward. 





THE consecration of the Rev. J. 8. BurpoN as Bishop 
of Victoria, Hong Kong, will take place at Oxford on the 
Ist prox.

Tenders for £700,000 in bills on India were received on the 
7th inst. at the Bank of England. The amounts allotted were 
—to Caleutta, £450,000 ; to Bombay, £250,000, The minimum 
price was fixed at 1s. 9)d. on all Presidencies. Tenders on Cal- 
cutta at Is. 104d. will receive about 4 per cent., above in full ; 
on Bombay at 1s. 10)d., about 24 per cent. These results show 
an increase in the demand for means of remittance to the East. 

The Japanese Loans have met with a steady inquiry at good 
prices. The Nine per Cent. Loan has been negotiated at 109$, 
and closes 108 to 110. The Seven per Cent. Loan has secured 
100, 100, and 101, finally standing 99 to 101.

It is assumed that 
the Peninsular and Oriental Steam Navigation Company can 
insure an equally good or a better mail service by using the 
Canal instead of the railway, and, if so, the adoption of the 
former route would, in the opinion of these firms, conduce in 
every respect to public convenience.

per cent. On the other hand, the export of coal has increased 
from $30,370 to 1,072,563) tens, or 25 per cout. ; and of jute 
manufactures the increase is TL per cout. The quantity of coal 
shipped for steamers’ use in the month was 270,192 tons, egainst

total declared value of the exports for the year is £255,072,356, 
compared with £256,257.347 in 1872, showing a decline of 
£1,184,011], or about Of per cent. The imports exhibit a con- 
siderable increase both in value and quantity.

Although the Holidays have interrupted operations in the 
Produce Markets, and business is not yet fully resumed, the 
total transactions have been larger than usual at this period, 
Those articles especially attractive to speculators on account of 
searcity have been in brisk demand, and considerable business 
has been effected in Coflee,at almost daily advancing prices. Tea 
has been in steady demand, and prices have been firmly main- 
tained, Silk has been very quiet. The excessive supplies of 
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most other leading articles have kept the markets in

state, and Pepper and Gambier are again easier. 


Tin is firm. 


TEA, 

There has been a steady demand, leading to a fair amount of busi- 
ness, which would have been larger but for the great firmness of im- 
porters, who hold for full prices. There has been no material alteration 
in the price of Congous, but the inquiry for good to fine Kaisows has 
been better than for some time past. Public sales have been very 
small, comprising about 10,500 packages, which sold steadily, Ovlongs 
have been in demand at higher prices. Souchongs show no alteration. 
Scented Teas : Canton kinds remain dull of sale, except fine unglazed 
Capers, Foochow kinds show no change. Green Teas have been in 
demand for export, and prices show a recovery of 3d. to 4d. per Ib. 
from the lowest point in fine Pingsuey, Young Hyson, and Gunpowder. 
Moyune kinds also selling better. In public sale Thursday 5,519 
packages China were offered without reserve on importers’ account, and 
all seld as follows :—855 packages black leaf Congon at 1s. 1d. to 
1s. 24d. per Ib. ; 1,243 ditto red ditto at 1s. Id. to Is. 14d. per Ib. ; 
525 ditto Pingsuey Green at 94d. to 18. 94d. per Ib. ; 446 ditto Moyune 
ditto at 8d. to 2%. 74d. per Ib. ; 2,250 ditto Scented Caper at 104d. to 
114d. per Ib. ; 200 ditto Scented Orange Pekoe at 1s. 24d. to 1s. 8d. 
per lb. Black and red leaf Congou sold nearly up to prices obtained 
for similar qualities at the auction of the 1st inst. Pingsuey showed 
no change, but Moyune Green sold under valuations. Scented Caper 
and Scented Orange Pekoe were not in much demand, and compared 
with cost sold at much loss to the importers. 868 packages Java un- 
coloured Green Teas were all withdrawn. 


Messrs, Shepard, Harrison, and Rehden’s annual Circular says: There 
is no matter for special congratulation in reviewing the trade of the 
past year; indeed, we apprehend it has proved an unusually trying 
seitson to importers, as staple exports to China have also yielded loss, 
which has been increased by a low rate of exchange on this country, 
Silk, tuo, is understood to show even worse results than Tea. Another 
adverse clement in operation the last few months is the agitation caused 
hy the working of the Adulteration Act, retail dealers being fined 
throughout the country for selling so-called adulterated Teas, though 
doubtless pure as imported, and in the case of country Greens, with 
just the * face ” or colouring in use since the trade was first opened with 
China, and which is adopted to suit the eye and fancy of buyers, and 
not with the view to fraud or deception. Both wholesule and retail 
dvalers have taken action in the matter, and will press on Go- 
vernment for a more clear definition of the meaning of the Act, and for 
the appointment of inspectors, to certify to the purity of Teas. We con- 
fess to misgivings as to the appointment of professional analysts, and 
already differing opinions have been given on the same Tea, and on the 
vexed point of ‘iron filings,” some authorities defining it as “ magnetic 
oside of iron, without a scintilla of iron filings.” The most effectual 
check to the import of low Tea (some Canton-made Capers, Gun- 
powders, and Tayshan Congous being certainly mixed with Tea dust, 
and glutinous matter, to make the particles adhere, with perhaps a 
small admixture of earthy matter) will be found in the present 
nominal value or almost unsaleability of such rubbish, and in this sense 
a great good will have been effected by the agitation. So far, 
however, the effect has been to cause a decline of 50 per cent. in 
value of low Canton Caper and Gunpowder, and also to greatly pre- 
judice the value of glazed black-leaf Capers, and_highly-faced country 
Greens ; though the latter has also been inflnenced by the absence of ex- 
port demand for New York and Canada. Demand has continued on 
goud to fine Congous, which have supported a fair to good and un- 
usnally steady range of prices, Teas per steamer doing much better 
than by sailing vessel, the monctary crisis taking place about the time 
of the latter's arrival. So far the supply of common Black leaf has 
been light, and as Red leafs under 1s. are generally preferred for Home 
use, the imports of the latter have sold well. The preference for medium 
to finest Black leaf over Kaisow Congou is unshaken (the former amal- 
gamating better wfth Indian Tea) ; there is but a small supply of fine 
Black leaf in first hands, but a considerable proportion of fine Kaisow 
is held by merchants. The unusual exhaustion of fine Congous prior 
to arrival of the new in July, coupled with a smaller export, 25,000,000 
Ibs. to end Juno, against 43,000,000 Ibs. in 1872, gave extra scope for 
profit, and though these favouring circumstances wore aided by the re- 
ported loss of the Drummond Castle and Singapore, with 4,500,000 lbs. 
of finest quality, but small profits were made even on early imports ; 
it was the old story over again—too high cost in China, where buyers 
for the Russian market can give many pence in advance of what the 
trade in this country are disposed to pay. The Canal route is rapidly 
absorbing the trade, two-thirds of the supply being now reccived by 
this channel; and, as Teas arrive in much better condition and at no 
greater cost than formerly by sailing vesscl, the latter is likely to be 
wholly supplanted erelong. The quality of Black-leaf, season 1873-74, 
shows improvement on the imports of the two previous years. Fine 
and finest grades in limited supply, the loss of two steamers, with some 
of the finest Teas of the season, causing an appreciable deficiency, and 
also telling on exports, as many of these Teas were intended for the 
Russian market, failing sale in London. Red-leafa, if anything, pre- 
ferable to 1872 imports. Deliveries show the usual satisfactory in- 
crease for Home Consumption, Lut Exports an important falling off, 
due to an increased trade between China and Russia ; as irrespective 
of direct shipments to Odessa, Teas are now transhipped thence from 
Port Said (Russia is understood to take about 40,000,000 Ibs. each year, of 
which two-thirds are received by sea, and the remaining third by over- 
land route). _The overstocked and depressed state of the New York 
market for all but finest Greens has also assisted in curtailing Exports, 
and it is only within the last two months that business has been prac- 
ticable. Our stock of suitable Teas is, however, so light that further buy 
ing is likely to be limited. There has been some talk the last month 
of the United States Government rejggpoxing the duty on ‘Tea and 
Coffee, to meet afailing Revenue, ~

Messrs, Arthur Capel and Co.’s Circular says :—We have to notice some 
considerable variations in the statisties of the past as compared with 
the previous year. Imports show a large decrease, but last year they 
were unduly swelled by the earlier arrivals of new tea per Suez Canal, 
and they are now brought more in accordance with the annual Exports 
from China and India. The deliveries for home consum ption show an 
increase of nearly 4,000,000 Ibs., but those for export a decrease of 
about 5,500,000 Ibs, the latter chiefly owing to larger direct exports to 
the Continent, and a falling off in the demand for the United States, 
whilst British North America, owing to the low range of prices in tho 
United States, has drawn considerable supplies from that quarter. The 
stock shows a moderate reduction, and the quantity afloat a consider- 
able one ; thus the position of the market as to relative supply and 
demand is more favourable than for many years, as before New 
Season’s Teas arrive our stock is likely to reach a very moderate total. 
The result of the season's operations to importers has been again un- 
satisfactory, though to a less extent than the previous year ; for al- 
though the earlier arrivals of Congou on the whole left a fair profit, the 
later ones again showed heavy losses, especially those which were 
realised during the fall in November. Canton Scented Teas and Green 
Teas have, owing to the Adulteration Act, also added mitcrially to their 
losses, whilst Oolungs, Souchongs, and Klowery Pekves have been on 
the unfavourable side, The quality of the Black-leaf Congous of first 
crop has, on the whole, been fully equal to the previous season, the 
Ovnfa kinds being much better ; the second and third crops were, how- 
ever, inferior, The Foochow Teas were gencrally superior, being more 
free from dust, and with better quality. The demand has, however, 
run more on the black-leaf kinds than the Kaisow, as they mix better 
with Indian ‘Teas, and are of more certain value. The supply of 
Canton made Congou has been less, but equal to the demand ; the 
quality much as that of the previous season. Souchongs have been 
rather poor in quality and deficient in strength, with few exceptions. 
Ovlongs have proved about an average, 

Messrs, Percival and Co.'s Cireular says :—The year which has just 
closed has not been remarkable for any great activity in the Tea trade, 
cither as regards the extent of business, or the course of prices, for, 
with the exception of one or two brief periods of improvement, tho 
tone of the market has been dull, dragying, and unsatisfactory through- 
out, The chict feature of interest has been the application of the 
Adulteration Act, which, although no doubt greatly needed for the 
purpose of checking the importation of unsound and spurious leat, of 
which large stocks are already azcumulated in the bonded warchouses, 
estimated by some at 10,000,000 Ibs. yet appears in its working 
evidently to have done an amount of injustice to both importers and 
the trade that was never contemplated by its framers; and more 
especially as regards Green Tea, grocers having been fined for selling 
some of the finest descriptions, simply because they were faced or coloured, 
whilst it isand has been perfectly understood by all versed in the trade 
ever since Tea was first imported into this country that Green Tea was 
artificially coloured, or, in other words, converted from the natural 
dark or olive colour into the so-called Green Tex. It is therefore 
greatly to be desired that some steps should at once be taken to act this 
matter right, and thus avert the serious losses which now threaten all 
holders of Green Teas. As regards the importation of fancy Teas from 
Canton, no doubt some supervision is greatly uceded, for it is these 
kinds that afford the greatest seope for adulteration and the substitu- 
tion of spurivus leaves. On the whole the season 1873 and 1874 may 
be said to have proved more favourable to iinporters than its predeces- 
sor, for notwithstanding the unexpected high prices which were paid in 
China at the opening of the markets, the excellency of the first crops, 
and the comparative scarcity of fine Tea in this market, combined to 
secure better rates than might have been luoked for. The compara- 
tively small shipments for the first month of the new season, as 
compared with the first month of the previous season, also 
tended to support prices for seme time, the figures being 
22,500,000 Ibs., against 43,200,000 Ibs.; and it is much to be de. 
desired that shipments for the first six months of the season could be 
arranged more in accordance with the reyuirements of tho trade, for so 
long as we continue to have two-thirds of the season's supply forced 
upon us between the middle of July and the end of December, go long 
will the home trade continue to have the advantage of importers. Im- 
portations for the year show a material falling oT. as compared with 
those of last year, viz.. 163,111,000 Tha, against 180,840,000 Tha, or a 
difference of nearly 10 percent. The stock of Congou in London on Dee. 
31 last was 60,400,000 Tba., against 62,170,000 Ibs. at the end of the 
previous year, but as the quantity afloat is now considerably less than 
what it was at same period in 1872 we may expect to see a great dimi- 
nution in supplies before the end of April. Deliverics for the year, al- 
though showing a satisfactory increase 3o far as the Home Constmption 
is concerned, exhibit a falling off of 3.315,000 Ibs. on the total, the 
figures being 164.909,090 Tbs., against 157,615,000 Iba, in the previour, 
the decrease arising entirely from the falling off of in the export trade 
—home consumption showing an increase of 14 per cent., and export a 
decrease of upwards of 12 per cent. 


SILK. 

The market continues in a very sluggish state, and prices of most 
descriptions are in favour of buyers, In China Silk purchases have 
been restricted to the narrowest. limits, and a further slicht fall in 
prices has taken place. Canton Silk is without alteration. In Japan 
Silk the demand has been on a fair seale, and prices show little or no 
alteration, Deliveries, Ist to 7th inet. inclusive :—China, 005 Teles + 
Canton, 177 ; Japan, 175; total, 1,047 bales. 

Messrs, Kilburn, Kershaw, and Co.'s Circular says :—The past yoar 
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in the Silk trade has been most unsatisfactory, having witnessed, per- 
haps, a more continuous period of depreasion, and a more extensive 
decline in value, then any previous year; failures in the trade have 
also helped to increase the difficulties of the position, and the fact that 
Silk fabrics have generally given place, for some time past, to mixed 
goods, owing to the high prices of the last few years, has had a full 
share in bringing the market to its present changed position, These 
combined causes have, however, brought the value of Asiatic Silk down 
to such a reasonable point that it is difficult not to feel the weight of 
previous experience, which shows that increased consumption has 
regularly followed in due time upon a decline from high prices, and 
this is already beginning to show itself in the improved deliveries 
of China Silk for the last six months of 1873 over those of the 
previous year. China Silk, as usual, shows the most important 


falling market ; the decline during the past year has been from 25 to 
30 per cent., and the New Year begins with a lower quotation for 
Tsatlees than on any other occasiun since 1858, and with stocks of 
28,223 bales, against 26,679 on Ist January, 1873, while deliveries 
during the past year were 34,371, against 30,287 in 1872. The posi- 
tion of China Silk at the present time is certainly sounder and better 
than twelve months ago; and if fashion, which already begins to 
show some signs of change, should only again resort to Silk fa- 
brics, instead of Silk mixtures, improved busine:s may very fairly 
be looked for. Canton Silk has fully shared with Shanghai Silk 
in the general decline, and at times has been even more depressed ; 
the abundance of cheap Tsatlees has of late considerably interfered 
with Canton Tsatlees, and they have in consequence been very dull 
and difficult to move; but prices are now so reasonable for all classes 
of Canton Silk that its present position would seem safe. The falling 
off in the export of Silk from Canton during the present season is 
very striking, and our figures generally show great changes ; the im- 
ports in 1873 having been 6,523, against 12,494 in 1872; the deli- 
veries 8,300, against 11,341, and present stock 8,074, against 9,931 on

The 
demand for Tea showed little or no improvement until the first week 
of the present month, when jobbers manifested a disposition to replenish 
their stocks to some extent, and considerable business was done at 
prices within the range of last month’s quotations. Congress having in 
the meantime assembled, and the revenues of the Government proving 
insufficient to meet current demands upon the Treasury, a restoration 
of the duty upon Tea and Coffee was last week asked for by the Secre- 
tary. This at once awakened more or less speculative feeling in re- 
ference to all descriptions of our staple, and the inarket has since been 
active and advancing. The low rates ruling for cargo grades of Oolong 
attracted special attention of operators to this class of goods, and they 
have been freely dealt in at a marked improvement in prices. 

Sales reported from first hands since the 18th ult. are estimated at 
114,600 half-chests, consisting of

1,100 s Congou and Souchong. 


Greens.—Have been in more active demand, and a liberal business 
has been done, mainly in fine and finest grades of New Season’s Teas, 
to hand via Suez Canal and Southampton, and to arrive ex Galley of 
Lorne and Glenfalloch, at prices showing 2 to 3 cents advance on 
last month’s quotations. A few chops New Pingsueys have found 
buyers at rates showing a slight improvement. Old Crop Greens and 
common grades of New are in rather better demand, at some improve- 
ment in values. The market closes firm, with an upward tendency. 
Japans have been more freely taken at prices showing an advance of 
2c. to 5c. on late quotations, Sales reported include about half of the 
cargo ex Mercury, and the supply on offer being somewhat limited, 
the market closes strong. Oolongs remained entirely quiet until the 
early part of the present month, when the question of duty came up 
for discussion. Since then they have been in active request at advanc- 
ing rates, the market closing 4c. to 6c. above our last quotations, for 
invoices consisting chiefly of cargo grades of last season’s import. In- 
cluded in the sales reported are 8,500 half-chests New Foochow, and 
11,000 half-chests New Amoy goods just at hand ex steamers Galley 
of Lorne, and Glenfalloch. Formosas, being in limited supply, 
have found ready buyers on arrival, at full previous rates. Congou 
and Souchong have been in fair demand ; supplies are quite small at 
the moment, and prices realised show an improvement of 8c. to 5c. on 
previous quotations. 

SILK. 


Mr. O’Donoghue’s Circular offers the following remarks :—Since the 
Ist inst. manufacturers have purchased freely, and large lines, princi- 
pally of Shanghai descriptions, were taken at prices slightly lower than 
last quotations. At present a fair business continues on the basis of 
prices quoted, though the market generally shows a somewhat firmer 
tone, and owners of finest grades are holding for an advance. In Can- 
ton Re-reeled, very little business has been done except for finest de- 
scriptions, which are in fair request at quotations. Coarse grades are 
without demand. 





CorFEE.—With the exception of a fair jobbing demand the Coffee 
market has been quiet, owing doubtless to the recurrence of Christmas. 
We quote as follows :—Java (mats), 30c. to 344c. ; Singapore, 27c. to 
28c. ; Ceylon Native, 25c. to 27c.
